leading to most wrestling rings is 
a sign that simply says: “No Admit- 
tance! Wrestlers And Managers Only!” 
Judging, however, by the proliferation 
of wives, children, and other relatives 
at ringside, most wrestlers can’t read. 

Either that, or they just don’t care 
about safety where their families are 
concerned. 

We accuse wrestlers—not all, of 
course, but even one is one too 
many—of completely disregarding im- 
portant safety regulations. We indict 
their ignorance and the arrogance of 
assuming that their relatives have a 
good reason to be at ringside. Most of 
all, we accuse them of forgetting that 
the real purpose of wrestling is to con- 
quer your opponent, not humiliate his 
family. 

The most recent transgression was 
committed by Jake Roberts. His feud 
with Rick Rude started when Rude 
decided to make a play for Jake’s wife, 
Cheryl. Jake, in response, began bat- 
tling the self-proclaimed “Sexiest Man 
In The World” with renewed vigor. 
Jake wasn’t beating Rude just for him- 
self or his fans, he was beating Rude 
for Cheryl. 

That was great for the fans and it 
was great for wrestling. But now, as 
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Cheryl Roberts, Jake “The Snake’s’’ wife, 
has accompanied her husband to ringside 
on several occasions. This kind of participa- 
tion should not be encouraged. 


the feud wears on, Cheryl Roberts has 
begun making ringside appearances on 
behalf of her husband. While we can 
understand how important it is for 
Cheryl to clear her name and resurrect 
her honor, the place to do that is not 
a wrestling ring. 

Jake Roberts is a professional wres- 
tler. Rick Rude is a professional wres- 
tler. Both are bitter enemies who need 
the ring to settle their hostilities. That’s 
what wrestling is all about. 


From time to time, the editors of 
this magazine find it necessary 
to condemn those in wrestling 
who would subvert the basic 
principles of decency, integrity, 
and honesty. Without such 
truths, our sport will die 
eee | 


Cheryl Roberts is neither a wrestler 
nor a manager. Her participation in 
wrestling: should be limited to rooting 
for her husband and helping him heal 
his physical and emotional wounds af- 
ter the battle is done. Helping him to 
conduct that battle not only cheapens 
the intensity of Jake’s one-on-one 
struggle with Rude, but it is diametn- 
cally opposed to everything wrestling 
stands for. It's also extremely danger- 
ous to Cheryl. 

Untrained observers who think they 
can handle the pressure and potential 
danger at ringside invariably find them- 
selves injured. Just ask 14-year-old Wil- 
lie B. Hert Jr. During an interview 
session, the young Hert—who, like 
Cheryl Roberts, has no place at ring- 
side—was viciously beaten by Paul E. 
Dangerously and Eddie Gilbert. Hert 
Jr. had been attempting to defend his 
fathers honor and avenge a prior 
beating. 

Instead, he became a part of his 
father’s battles. If his father needs de- 
fending, let him stand up for himself! 
That’s what wrestling is for! If Hert 
Sr.—a man who’s been wrestling al- 
most his entire life—couldn’t stand up 
to Gilbert, how does he expect his 
young son to do it? 

Even more dangerous was Rick 
Steamboat’s decision to bring his infant 
son into the ring at WrestleMania IV. 
Steamboat’s opponent, Greg Valentine, 
was already in the ring. As Steamboat 
hoisted his son in the air, a sadist like 
Valentine might have struck the most 
evil of blows.

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RESTLER OF THE MONTH 


RONNIE GARVIN 


REG GAGNE IS an honorable man. When he steps 
into the ring, he expects his opponent to play by the 
same standards of conduct to which he has long adhered. 
Gagne’s expectations didn’t change on September 17 in 
Nashville, Tennessee. That was when he set out to defend 
his AWA TV title against ‘“‘Hands of Stone’? Ronnie 
Garvin, a former NWA World champion who, for most 
of his career, had wrestled in the same style as Gagne—at 
least where the rulebook was concerned. And while Gagne 
knew of the turmoil Garvin had gone through in the 
NWA when he ambushed Dusty Rhodes, he expected to 
be wrestling the Garvin that fans everywhere had grown 
to respect. 

He was wrong. 

On that Saturday night in Music City, U.S.A., Ronnie 
Garvin conclusively proved that he is, indeed, a changed 
man—changed for the worst. Unwilling to fight fairly, 
Garvin sucker-punched Gagne to gain the pin and win the 
championship. Another belt in the trophy case of the 
gritty grappler. 

But that is not why Garvin is our ‘Wrestler of the 
Month.”’ If it was, he would have won that honor when 
he defeated Ric Flair for the NWA World belt. Though 
we condemn his methods, Garvin is this month’s top 
grappler because of his clear and immediate impact upon 
the AWA, 

September 17 was Garvin’s first night in the federation. 
His first. How many wrestlers have won a title on their 
first night in an organization? Not many. In one shot, 
Garvin not only fattened his wallet, but he changed the 
face of the AWA. 

As a rulebreaking champion, Garvin will be defending 
his title mainly against AWA fan favorites such as Wahoo 
McDaniel, Mando Guerrero, and, of course, Gagne. That 
means more rulebreakers will be free to go after World 
champion Jerry Lawler, putting his title in the most dan- 
ger it’s ever been in. Garvin’s stunning victory caused all 
this realignment. 

A closer look at that tainted victory reveals Garvin’s 
now-twisted character. About eight minutes into the 
match, Garvin leapfrogged over Gagne. In doing so, he 
appeared to have hurt his ankle. At that crucial moment, 
Gagne could have continued his attack, but he backed 
off. 

“TI thought Garvin was hurt,’ Gagne said later. ‘I 
don’t think it’s fair to wrestle a man if he’s badly injured 
and you’re not, That’s not the way I was taught to fight. 
At the time I was truly concerned about Garvin’s 
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condition.” 

Gagne asked Garvin if he could take a closer look at 
the ankle. Garvin said yes. As Gagne moved closer, Gar- 
vin hit him hard. Gagne went down, Garvin made the 
cover, and the belt changed hands. Instant controversy. 

**That was a loaded punch!’’ Gagne, uncharacteristical- 
ly perturbed, screamed afterward. ‘I don’t know if he 
had brass knuckles or what, but he was definitely packing 
something. Anytime I’ve been hit that hard, it was later 
found out that my opponent used a loaded glove or a 
foreign object. I don’t doubt that Garvin did the same.” 

As he celebrated the victory with champagne, Garvin 
denied the accusation. 

“Greg Gagne isn’t man enough to admit that I beat 
him fair and square. Foreign object? Why do you think 
they call me ‘Hands of Stone’? I hit them so hard they 
think I used something illegal, but there’s nothing illegal 
about the power in these hands. These are lethal—and 
legal—weapons.”’ 

Garvin may have forgotten the meaning of honor, but 
he is still a fighting champion, willing to defend the belt 
wherever the AWA will allow him to go. The recent 
cooperation between the AWA and World Class gave 
Garvin the opportunity to put the title on the line in 
Texas. 

‘Hands of Stone’’ is also keeping busy on other fronts. 
He has wrestled Lawler for the World belt several times, 
and is scheduled to enter the tournament for the World 
Wrestling Council title in Puerto Rico. No one could 
accuse the man of ducking a challenge. 

“You can say I changed,’’ Garvin observed, ‘‘but I’m 
still the same old Ronnie Garvin. I’ll fight any man alive. 
I'd be a fool if I said the money wasn’t important. Of 
course it is. But there’s nothing like getting in that ring 
and facing a man one on one. That, to me, is the 
ultimate competition. You can’t get that feeling in team 
sports.” 

“Pll give the man credit for that,’’ Gagne said grudg- 
ingly. ‘“‘He loves the sport as much as I do. [ can’t 
stomach his methods, but he has a lot of guts. I just wish 
he’d start wrestling clean again, the way he used to.” 

Ronnie Garvin is a winner, He has an incredible knack 
for winning titles wherever he wrestles. There’s no denying 
that. But he will not achieve full acceptance in our hearts 
until he goes back to being the honorable man he once 
was. He won this month’s award by changing the face of 
a federation; we hope that the next time he wins ‘‘Wres- 
tler of the Month’’ it’s for more noble reasons. ion

T’S APPALLING TO me that a wrestler with the 

talent of Bam Bam Bigelow competed for a full 
year in the WWF and left before he could redeem 
himself in the eyes of fans. 

That’s right, redeem. When a highly touted new- 
comer fails to live up to even the lowest of expec- 
tations, he is disgraced. When Bigelow came to 
the WWF, all the experts (including my: learned 
colleague on the opposing page) knew that with 
his talent, strength, and surprising mobility, he 
would go far. 

Blinded by praise of Bigelow, the experts were 
too busy adding up Bigelow’s assets to compen- 
sate for Bigelow’s built-in disadvantage. That dis- 
advantage was his manager, Oliver Humperdink. 

The evidence is overwhelming. Without Humper- 
dink, Bigelow is a regular belt-holder and one of 
the most feared men in the game. 

With Humperdink, however, Bigelow neither won 
a title nor maintained the level of ferocity that had 
become his trademark. He was the laughingstock 
of the WWF and an embarrassment to the “ex- 
perts” who predicted great things for him. 

Bigelow held the Mid-Southern (now CWA) belt 
on several occasions, and was World Class TV 
champion. His arrival in the WWF was well-timed. 
Great things were in store for him. But the mo- 
ment Humperdink became his manager—or, 
should | say mismanager—Bigelow’s access to 
title shots became limited and his road to the 
championship became littered with potholes. 

In his day, Humperdink was one of the best 
rulebreaking managers anywhere. But in the 
WWF, Bigelow wanted to observe the rules, and 
Humperdink couldn’t make the adjustment. 

Remember: During Bigelow’s most successful 
days in Memphis, he was not managed by Hump- 
erdink. Now that he’s in the NWA, | think Bigelow 
might wish to return to the rulebreaking style that 
led him to his greatest successes. 

That, or. find himself another manager.

O DATE, NOBODY has been able to describe 
Bam Bam Bigelow’s plight in the World Wres- 
tling Federation better than Bigelow himself. 

“Humper did fine,’ the 390-pound behemoth 
said in the December 1988 issue of Pro Wrestling 
Iilustrated. “‘He did the best he could; it was the 
federation that turned a deaf ear to my cause.” 

Fans and media alike have been quick to dis- 
miss the managerial skills of Oliver Humperdink. 
Humperdink was a proper choice as Bigelow’s 
manager when he entered the WWF, and he’s the 
best man to guide Bigelow now in the NWA. 

Don’t blame Humperdink for Bigelow’s lack of 
development; blame WWF officials. Instead of giv- 
ing Bigelow the title shots he deserved, WWF 
promoters matched World champion Randy Sav- 
age with Ted DiBiase continually since WrestleMa- 
nia IV. If Bigelow wasn’t getting title shots, nobody 
else was, either. 

“You know, the WWF is like a four-man show,” 
said Bigelow. “‘There’s a lot of attention focused 
toward Hulk [Hogan] vs. Andre [the Giant] and 
Savage vs. DiBiase, but that didn’t leave too much 
room for me.” 

Not too much room for anyone else, either. Nei- 
ther Bigelow nor Humperdink are used to the 
flashy, show-biz style of the WWF. Since neither 
do unfunny Elvis impersonations, carry scissors, or 
escort animals to ringside, there’s no way these 
wrestling stars could thrive in the WWF circus. 

The true test for Humperdink and Bigelow will 
come now. In the NWA, the big man will be able 
to display his wealth of talents against a host of 
top-flight opponents. Humperdink will finally have 
the opportunity to show the world why he was one 
of the greatest managers in. Florida history—and 
he can do it on a national scale. 

When Bigelow left the WWF, Humperdink 
stayed behind for a short time. When Bigelow 
decided to enter the NWA, the first man he called 
was Humperdink. Now they’re together again. 

Just like it ought to be.

HAT HAS HAPPENED to 

Jerry Lawler? Has the pressure 
of defending his AWA World title fi- 
nally driven him to the breaking point? 
Is this increasingly violent, seemingly 
desperate man really the same person 
who strived for years to establish him- 
self as one of the most popular stars in 
wrestling? 

Lawler hasn’t been acting like his 
usual self, especially against World 
Class champion Kerry Von Erich. 
Lawler has teamed with “The Modern- 
Day Warrior’ against rulebreaking 
teams in Memphis. But on September 
9 in Dallas, Lawler brutalized Von 
Erich before a scheduled belt vs. belt 
confrontation. Lawler’s drastic mood 
swings are beginning to confound fans 
and foes alike. 

“The King” has also raised ques- 
tions by bringing back a deadly weap- 
on from his past, He’s been hurling 
blazing fireballs at his foes in an in- 
creasing number of matches. Lawler 
uses this disturbing weapon only 
against rulebreakers, and he does so 
with frightening precision. Lawler’s 
critics contend, however, that using fire 
is sheer barbarity. 

What makes matters even more con- 
fusing is that Lawler sometimes seems 
to be the same sportsman he has al- 
ways been. He’s usually willing to 
spend time after cards meeting his fans 
and signing autographs. He’s still the 
most loved personality in the history of 
Memphis wrestling, and his presence 
on CWA cards results in a flood of 
ticket sales. The only difference is that 
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Jerry Lawler is respected as an honorable AWA World champion. In an increasing number 


of bouts, however, his actions have been anything but honorable. 


when he faces certain opponents—like 
Von Erich—he seems to change in 
both demeanor and ring style. 

One thing Lawler has changed for the 
better, however, is the wrestling world’s 
perception of the AWA World title. 
Lawler has been extremely busy traveling 
the world defending a belt that had been 
tarnished by a string of champions who 
utilized non-title bouts and disqualifica- 
tions to prolong their title reigns. No 


one can deny that Lawler has truly been 
a fighting champion. 

Sports Review Wrestling Associate 
Editor David Rosenbaum ventured to 
Dallas to speak with Lawler about his 
recent title defenses. Lawler seemed ea- 
ger to prepare for his SuperClash IIT 
main event on December 13 in Chica- 
go, which is being billed as “‘the ulti- 
mate confrontation” betweei Von 
Erich and the AWA champion.

: Jerry, I’m glad I finally have the 


chance to speak with you again. 
It’s getting harder and harder to 
reach you these days. I don’t think 
a wrestler could possibly be any 
busier than you are now, 


: Boy, you’re not kidding, Dave. It 


seems like every challenger in the 
free world wants a shot at this title. 
But as you can see, no one has 
even come close to winning this 
belt. All the travel is taking a pret- 
ty good toll on me, though! 
(laughs) 


: Many are beginning to think that 


the intensity of your incredibly vio- 
lent series of matches against Kerry 
Von Erich may be taking its toll on 
you as well. A lot of the fans are 
quite shocked about your recent 
actions. 


: Really? I’m surprised to hear that. 


To me, it’s obvious that my oppo- 
nents are driving me to do a lot of 
the things I’ve had to do lately. 


: What has Kerry done to incite 


you? He’s one of the greatest sci- 
entific talents of the past 20 years. 


: Sure, I agree with that. I really do. 
: So why did you attack him before 


that title vs. title match in Dallas? 
Perhaps more important, why have 
you been wrestling with such reck- 
less abandon against him? The 
matches between you two have 
gone from thrilling scientific 
matches to displays of all-out 
savagery. 


: No beating around the bush, eh, 


Dave? I respect that, and I have to 
admit that I also respect Kerry as a 
wrestler as much as you do. He’s 
got as much talent as anyone I’ve 
ever faced inside that ring. It’s the 
other things about him I don’t like, 
and I don’t feel I should have to 
put up with his guff any more. 


: What guff? What do you mean? 
: For the past few months, Kerry 


has given a lot of interviews to TV 
reporters and print journalists. 
He’s telling everybody that the 
World Class title is the equal of the 
AWA World title. That’s nothing 
more than a self-serving, vicious 
lie, and I’m enraged by it. World 


Class’ is a fine independent federa- 
tion, but the AWA is the 
acknowleged home of the only 
World title that really means any- 
thing. Comparing the World Class 
belt to this one is like comparing 
the CBA title to the NBA champi- 
onship—you just can’t do it. He’s 
lying about his credentials to every- 
body. I don’t run around telling 
folks I’m the World Class champ, 
do I? 


: I can understand how you feel, but 


everyone I’ve talked to couldn’t be- 
lieve that you blindsided Kerry be- 
fore that match in Dallas. Neither 
can I. 


A: To be honest with you, the events 


of that day forced my hand. Von

Erich had spent about a week be- 
fore that match telling the public 
that he had challenged me, when 
everybody knows that I put out 
feelers to every champion in wres- 
tling. Kerry was the only one who 
had enough guts to answer my 
challenge, but I won’t allow any- 
body to lie to the fans about it. 


: So your feelings drove you to at- 


tack him, With just one punch, 
you bloodied him and knocked 
him out. 


: It is true that I hit Kerry before the 


bell. But where was the bell? I 
stood in the ring for over five min- . 
utes waiting for him to show up, 
and then when he finally did ar- 
rive—after I was forced to watch 
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him kiss and hug his fans for a 


few more minutes—he suddenly © 


wanted to shake hands. The man 
who has spent months belittling the 
AWA title wants to play patty- 
cake, huh? Well, no way, pal. 
Then, those cowardly World Class 
officials wouldn’t even let us 
wrestle! 


: The most confusing thing about all 


this is that three days later you 
teamed with Kerry against Tommy 
Rich and Buddy Landell in Mem- 
phis, Since when do enemies form 
a tag team? 


: Look, just because I don’t see eye- 


to-eye with someone doesn’t mean 
I can’t tag up with him. Like I said 
before, Kerry is a great wrestler. I 
need no less than the best by my 
side when I go up against animals 
like Landell and Rich. It paid off, 
because the record book shows that 
we won that match by countout. 


: That’s true. But Landell was 


counted out after you threw a fire- 
ball into his chest. I understand 
that Landell was burned very bad- 
ly, and you’ve burned Ron Garvin 
recently, too. 

What is this, the Spanish Inquisi- 
tion or something? Dave, I’ve 
known you for a long time, but 
you’re starting to treat me like a 
common rulebreaker now. Every- 
one knows that I will only throw 
fire when I believe my life is in 
danger.

Flair made his way toward the ring. ae 
A hail of debris followed him. 

This is not how world champions 
should be treated. 

“You got a problem, fat boy?” 
Flair snarled angrily. The champ has 
received this type of welcome 
before. 

“Yeah, | got a problem, ‘Nature 
Boy,’” the fan goaded. “You're the 
problem. You never win any of your 

._ matches! What kind of champion are 
you?” 

But by the time the angry fan had 
finished, Flair had already entered 
the ring. As regal as ever, Flair parad- 
ed and preened for the fans. He 
was, by way of response, tarred and 
feathered with a chorus of boos. 

Flair doesn’t wrestle to be loved, 
he wrestles for the glory of holding a 
world title. In fact, most of the time 
he doesn’t even wrestle to win. Why 
should he? He doesn’t need to. 

But Flair is caught in the midst of 
a paradox. A disqualification or 
countout might help him retain his 
title, but it does nothing to insure 
that his name sits at the top of the 
list of wrestling’s greatest champi- 
ons. Flair’s ego demands that he be 
on that list. But to be there, a wres- 
tler needs to be respected by the 

fans, by fellow wrestlers, and by 
himself. 

When the night’s match was over, 
Flair had once again survived a Lex 
Luger onslaught—this time with the 
help of J.J. Dillon’s shoe. Another 
Luger win by disqualification, anoth- 
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[OUGHEST BATT bE: 


er day added to Flair’s championship are e 
reign—and another chorus of boos - 
from the fans. 

“What did | tell you,. Flair?” yelled 
the same fan who had taunted Flair 
before the bout. “You can’t win a 
match! Luger would have killed you 
tonight if it weren't for J,J.’s size 
11s!” 

Flair stopped and stared at the fan. 
He didn’t speak. He simply loosened 
the World belt from around his 
waist, held it up, and kissed it. Then, 
with a characteristic “Whooooooo!" 
he was gone. The jeers followed him 
out. These NWA fans were clearly 
disgusted by their champion. 

“He's no champion of mine,” Paul 
Caponigro of Atlanta said after one 
recent Flair-Luger match. “If he’d pin 
some of his opponents, then maybe 
| could respect him. But as it is now, 
he deserves no __ respect.” 
Caponigro’s opinion is shared by 
most fans. 

Fans know what respect for a 
champion is. Many NWA fans will, 
when pressed, openly admit that 
their champion is not nearly as wor- 
thy of respect as is AWA World 
champion Jerry Lawler. When it 
comes to respect, Lawler tops the 
list. 

“Yeah, Lawler’s great,” said NWA 
loyalist Mitchell Ashley. “Every time 
you look up, he’s defending his title 
in a different place. He’s battling 
Kerry Von Erich in Texas, he's taking 
on Ronnie Garvin in Memphis, he’s 
taking on anybody who issues a 
challenge! That’s a champion. Not 
like Flair, though. Yeah, Flair leaves 
the federation sometimes, but when

Fellow wrestlers have also begun to 
lose respect for Flair. More and more, 
as Flair continues to be the dominant 
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NWA star of the ‘80s, his opponents 
have been coming forward to chal- 
lenge his claims to greatness. 

“No, | don’t question that he’s 
great,” Luger said. “He’s great at 
what he does. He cheats, he gets 
counted out, and he throws you 


over the top rope better than any- 
one I’ve ever faced. The man is the 
most gutless champion of all time! 
He belongs face down and bloodied 
in some gutter somewhere!” 

“Lex is right,” said Sting, who has 
faced Flair many times. “I’m not just 
saying that because Flair’s my ene 
my. In fact, it’s just the opposite. 
Usually, | have respect for my ene- 
mies, But Flair can’t be respected. 
It’s sad, too, because at one time he 
was a great wrestler. And that’s not 
that long ago! | wrestled him for 45 
minutes in March and didn’t beat 
him. Almost, but | didn’t. Then he 
dodged me for months! He has to 
be forced to give a guy a title shot!” 

His opponents’ criticisms don’t di- 
minish Flair’s exuberance during in- 
terviews. Of late, the champion has 
been demanding that he, not leg- 
endary NWA champions like Harley 
Race and Lou Thesz, deserves the 
sport's greatest acclaim. 

“If there were a book called Wres- 
tling’s Greatest Champions,” Flair 
yelled, “my picture would be on the 
cover!” 

But to be on the cover, you need 
to be respected. The fans have long 
abandoned him, and his challengers 
have ridiculed him. Maybe the ques- 
tion should be: Does he still have 
any selfrespect left? 

“Self-respect? You're asking me 
about self-respect?” Flair demanded. 
“Of course | have self-respect. | also 
have this belt and my place in histo- 
ry. I’m the greatest wrestler of all 
time!” 

Flair’s high opinion of himself 
doesn’t mask his true intentions. He 
knows he can practically sleepwalk 
through intense challenges and wait 
for help from Dillon. But that’s no 
way to insure his place in history. 

If Flair doesn’t soon change his 
ways, he risks permanently losing 
the respect that should be far more 
important to him than his title. If he 
can’t win that battle, Flair will be vot- 
ed into a kind of wrestling Hall of 
Shame, not Hall of Fame. 

Right now, that vote would be 
unanimous. 0

Garvin captured the AWA TV title 
from Gagne September 17 in 
Nashville, Tennessee. It’s a match 
that Gagne would prefer to forget. 

“After about eight minutes of a 
pretty scientific match, Garvin 
faked a sprained ankle,’’ recalled 
Gagne. ‘‘! dropped my guard to aid 
him, and Garvin pulled out some 
brass knuckles and clubbed me. | 
fell for a pretty old trick, but it 
wasn't the kind of thing | expected 
from a former NWA _ World 
champion.” 

“Don’t expect Gagne to get 
fooled again,’’ said Sports Review 
Wrestling Senior Editor Bill Apter. 
“‘A lot of people in the AWA didn’t 
realize that Garvin is not the same 
man who once wrestled with a 
great deal of pride. Today’s Garvin 
is a desperate man capable of 
stooping to any low tactic to win a 
match. | think Gagne knows that 
now, and he’s out to prove that 
Garvin's victory was a fluke.”’ 


This event will be a boot camp 
match, which will allow Slaughter 
and DeBeers to wear any type of 
clothing they want into the ring. 
Many fans are hoping that the one 
garment Slaughter won't have to 
wear is a neck brace. 

That’s because DeBeers brutally 
blindsided Slaughter during an in- 
terview September 19 in Memphis, 
delivering a face-first piledriver on 
the cement floor outside the ring.

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Lanny Poffo to capture the South- 
eastern tag team championship. 
After losing the belts, they went 
their separate ways. 

But Randy and Lanny reunit- 
ed—against each other. In 1978, 
Lanny won the _ International 
Championship Wrestling title. Sav- 
age demanded a shot at the belt, 
which Lanny granted. On July 21, 
1979, Savage beat his brother for 
the belt, then went on to success- 
fully defended it for nearly four 
years. 

After losing the title, Savage 
traveled to the Mid-Southern area, 
where Jimmy Hart was his man- 
ager. He held the Mid-Southern 
title on several occasions, trading 
ownership of the belt several 
times with Jerry Lawler. In late 
1984, Savage once again wres- 
tled his brother Lanny, this time in 
a completely empty Mid-South 
Coliseum in Memphis with Lawler 
as referee. When the “Macho 
Man’s” final Mid-Southern title 
reign was ended by Lawler on 
June 3, 1985, he traveled to the 
WWF. 

Virtually every WWF manager 
engaged in a heated bidding war 
for Savage’s services, but he sur- 
prised everyone by choosing the 
unknown Elizabeth. In the begin- 
ning, Savage was widely criticized 
for the way he treated her, though 
it was eventually widely acknowl- 
edged that she had been a wise 
choice. 

In late 1985 and early 1986, 
Savage had an intense series of 
title matches against former WWF 
World champion Hulk Hogan. 
“The Hulkster’ retained his title, 
but Savage was undaunted; on 
February 8, 1986, in Boston, he 
defeated Tito Santana for the In- 
tercontinental title, which he held 
for more than a year. 

His toughest competitor during 
that reign was Rick Steamboat. In 
one frightening incident, Savage 
smashed “The Dragon” in the

throat with the timekeeper’s bell. 
Revenge for Steamboat came at 
WrestleMania Ill on March 29, 
1987, when he captured Savage’s 
belt. 

Perhaps humbled by the loss, 
Savage began treating Elizabeth 
decently and respecting the fans. 
His next target was The Honky 
Tonk Man, who had defeated 
Steamboat for the Intercontinental 
title. It was during a battle with 


Honky Tonk that Savage became - 


Hulk Hogan’s ally. 

The “Macho Man” was one of 
14 entrants in the WWF World 
title tournament at WrestleMania 
IV in Atlantic City on March 27, 
1988. Victories over Butch Reed, 
Greg Valentine, and One Man 
Gang propelled Savage to a final- 


round match against Ted DiBiase. 
With Hogan in his corner, Savage 
won the championship. 

The WrestleMania victory was 
not the end of Savage’s feud with 
DiBiase, though, as the ‘“Million- 
Dollar Man’ fought the new for 
months. As Savage and Hogan’s 
friendship grew, they formed ‘‘The 
Megapowers.” The duo defeated 
Andre the Giant and DiBiase at 
SummerSlam 88 on August 29, 
1988. 

Though he has held the title for 
less than a year, Savage is al- 
ready considered by some to be 
just as popular as Hogan ever 
was during his four-year reign. It’s 
a level of popularity that shows no 
signs of diminishing anytime in 
the near future!

champ. Tully and Am, however, 
were World tag team champions 
until the day of their departure.

Since then, however, Luger has re- 
ceived most of the shots at Flair 
while Sting takes aim at Wind- 
ham’s USS. belt.

cation), then went nose-to-nose with 
Sting.

All we care about is 
getting our hands on those World 
belts,” 

Rhodes was not available for com- 
ment, but Sting admitted that he 
was stunned by the attack. 

“| guess they were mad that | 
wasn't going to get the win for us, 
but that’s just the way it is,” Sting 
said. “I’m a team player and | was 
trying to do it for the team. That six- 
man title was on the line, and | 
didn't want to be the one to lose it 
for them. But the way things stand 
now, | don’t care what happens to 
them. Those guys think they rule the 
world, but they don’t have the belts 
to prove it.” 

Sting suffered several minor neck 
and back injuries as a result of the 
attack,

ALGARY, ALBERTA: Stampede 
North American champion 
Makhan Singh has been suspended 
for 45 days for his part in an attack 
on announcer Ed Whalen during a 
recent broadcast. Tyrone McBeth, 
President of the International Wres- 
tling Alliance (Stampede’s governing 
body), made the announcement. 
“We cannot stand by idly while 
civilians are attacked by wrestlers,”

McBeth said. “Mr. Whalen is a ser- 
vant of professional wrestling and 
deserves respect. | must also point 
out that this is not the first time Mr. 
Singh has committed a heinous of- 
fense, and | warn him: If he does 
not curtail these activities, we will be 
forced to strip him of the title,” 

Singh attacked Whalen while the 
announcer was reading a letter from 
a fan; the letter demanded that 
Singh wrestle Steve DiSalvo in title 
matches. Singh charged in, broke 
Whalen’s glasses, and called in John- 
ny Smith and Jerry Morrow. The 
three wrestlers were prepared to de- 
liver a “Karachi Krunch” when 
DiSalvo ran into the ring and 
clotheslined Singh. 

“If he’s so tough, why doesn’t he 
come after me?” DiSalvo said after- 
ward, “If you ask me, Singh’s a cow- 
ard. He doesn’t deserve to be 
champion.” ; 

In other Stampede news, Lance 
Idol and Chris Benoit won the Stam- 
pede International tag belts from 
The Cuban Commandos—Jerry Mor- 
row and The Cuban Assassin—on 
October 7.

Rick Steamboat was proud to bring his baby son into the ring at WrestleMania IV, but

imagine the consequences if Greg Valentine, his opponent, had attacked! 


As luck would have it, Valentine 
didn’t act, but the point is clear: Why 
would Steamboat risk the safety of his 
son rather than approach the ring like 
a professional—that is, alone? Does he 
actually think the ring is a safe place 
for children? Steamboat, overjoyed by 
the birth of his son, wanted to intro- 
duce him to the WrestleMania crowd. 
That’s understandable. But the poten- 
tial for danger was far too great; an 
introduction is one thing, an introduc- 
tion in the ring is something else 
again. 

This type of family participation is 
becoming more and more prevalent in 
wrestling. Wrestling was not meant to 
be “fun and games for the whole fam- 
ily,” as TV ads for bowling proclaim. 
[t's a dangerous and deadly sport that 
is not for the untrained. Wrestling tal- 
ent is not necessarily genetic. 

And you can’t marry into it, either. 

Cheryl Roberts may have a score to 


settle with Rick Rude, but she should 
ignore him, -not get involved at 
ringside, 

If Willie B. Hert wants to prepare 
his son for a career in wrestling, let 
him do so in the gym. 

If Rick Steamboat wants to intro- 
duce his son to the fans, let him do so 
from the safety of the interview podi- 
um, not the center of the ring with an 
angry opponent in the far corner. Bet- 
ter yet, leave the baby at home where 
he belongs. 

If wrestlers continue to bring family 
members to ringside, what’s next? The 
potential for injury and disaster is obvi- 
ous. That's why we at Sports Review 
Wrestling accuse wrestlers of being 
party to the cheapening of their own 
great sport. Wrestlers should be bat- 
tling to defend themselves, their beliefs, 
their won-lost records, and their 
championships.

UWF champ Steve Williams was promised a shot at 
NWA World champ Ric Flair after the UWF disbanded, 
but that never materialized. Williams is still trying to 
get a match against Flair, but “Dr. Death's’ stock has 
dropped significantly without the belt ... Barry Wind- 
ham was Western States champion; since then, he’s 
joined The Four Horsemen and captured the NWA U.S. 
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championship ... Larry Zbyszko is now Western States 
champ, but he’s defended his title infrequently. Zbys- 
zko, in fact, has not been a great success since arriving 
in the NWA and has dropped considerably in the 
ratings ... Terry Taylor went to World Class for a short 
time and is now in the WWF, where he’s managed by 
Bobby Heenan and known by the moniker “Little Red 
Rooster” ... Rick Steiner, now a member of Kevin 
Sullivan’s “Varsity Club,” is defending Mike Rotundo’s 
Florida title ... Sting has come a long way since his 
UWF days. He’s the top contender to Windham’s U.S. 
title, the number-two. contender to the World title, and 
second in our Most Popular ratings ... Eddie Gilbert 
has been to the AWA, the CWA, and the CWF over 
the past year, and even took a shot at Jerry Lawler’s 
AWA World title. Now Gilbert is in the NWA ... Ron 
Simmons has been struggling in the NWA with no title 
in sight ... Big Bubba Rogers is now in the WWF, 
where he’s known as Big Bossman and managed by 
Slick.
